The hody of one more victim of the 


Shoal.:! disaster has been recovered,, 
that of Miss Eva Marshall of Haver-; 
hill. Mass. 
! 


It was brought up at half-past twelve 


o'clock this afternoon by Diver Mich- 
ael Hurley of this city. The body was 
found in the whaleboat in sixty feet of 
waier. tt is not unlikely that other 
bodies may also be discovered there. 


Diver Huiley, with all the necessary 


paraphernalia, 
was 
carried 
to the 


Shoals on the first boat this morning 
and went at once to the spot where the 
sunken boat had been 
located. 
He 


donned hi3 suit and immediately went 
below the surface of the water. 


It was not long betore he located a 


body. It was brought to the surface 
and taken to Appleclore slaiui. 


There it was soon identified by per- 


sons from the Oceanic house, who had 
associated with the dead girl. 


Miss .Marshall's sister. May, was 


also drowned, but her body was a nong 
the nine first recovered. 


Miss Marshall's body will be brought 


to this city this atternoon, according 
to a telegram to the Herald by Mana- 
ger Ranisdell of the Oceanic. 


As soon as the body was found, a 


message was sent to Coroner Shap- 
leig-h to he ready to go out, and Un- 
dertaker Nickerson was also notified. 


Star 
Island Fisherman Gave Ready 
Assistance On Thursday. 


The frightful accident off the Shoals 


on Thursday, was firs-t seen by Mana- 
ger Charles J. Ra.msdel! of the Oceanic 
and Dr. Warren, from the hotel piazza. 
In response to a call from Mr. Rams- 
dell, several Star island fishermen 
put out in small boats, to render what 
aid they could. 


Mr. Ranisdell ihen telephoned to 


Appleciore for help, his message being 
the first intimation which, the people 
of that island had ol the accident. The 
fishermen of Star island were the first 
to reach the scene ot the 
catastro- 


phe, although thos° from Appledore 
were very prompt in giving assistance. 


Mr. Ramsdell notified the parents 


of all the lost o.ies by telegraph, as 
soon as he had ascertained who were- 
missing among the employes of his 
house. It was impossible to tell how 
many were gone, until he had called 
the roll of the hotel, and noted 
the 


missing taees. 


A message fram Mr. Ramsdell to 


the Chronicle, says that the people 
at the Oceanic are 
literally 
bowed 


down with grief, "but he adds that ev- 
erything is going- well at the present 
time, and that all the people at the 
house have rallied from Uic terrible 
shock as bcsr they could. The grief 
of those girls who have lost sister.* 
is heartrending. 


Mr. Ranisdell concludes his 
mes- 


sage with a tribute to the young men 
and wonu-n who lost their lives in 
Thursday's aciident. They were, he 
says, numbered among tho best and 
most laithl'ul employes he has over 
had. 


Tragedy Recalled. 


Thursday's disaster off the Shoals 


retails a distressing accident on Great 
bay July 30. 1S73. 


A party of nineteen had left Ne'.v- 


nrail;et ''or a guntlalow trip down the 
l.ampr.'y river 10 the bay. All went 
well until arival there, when suddenly. 
f< 
-om a cause never satisfactorily ex- 


plained the gun-dalow sprung aleak. 
filled rapidly and -sank at considerable 
distanc-'- from the shore in forty feet 
01 water. 


Three young women, Abbie Garland. 


Millie Mou'.ion and Jennie Burnham, 
were drowned. Their sixteen 
com- 


panions, some supported by oars and 
hate-lies and others aide-d by those who 
could swim, sustained themselves un- 
til the arrival of aid from the -shore. 


Used Herald's Interview. 


The Herald's interview with Skipper 


Fred Miles, the first authentic one to 
be obtained, was so well thought ol 
by local correspondents of out-of-town 
papeis. (who had already faked state- 
ments from Miles) that they promptly 
grabbed it and put it on the wire. It 
appeared verbatim in many dailies this 
morning.

Mrs. Chase, mother of Miss Bessie 


Chase of Maiden, Mass.. whose body 
ih among the missing is in a pliable 
condition, and continually mourns the 
loss of her daughter. "She was such a 
good girl."' she said, ''and she so dear- 
ly loved the salt water. She was ai- 
excellent swimmer, too. and I can't 
understand why she wasn't saved." 


iliss Chase was born in Province- 


town twenty-three years ago and was 
educated at the Piw incctown

school the Hyannis Normal school and 
Boston University. After

from the laiter place she taught school 
in New Hampshire and Reading.

give his companions an afternoon's 
enjoyment, and as many of the young 
ladies desired to go for a sail he se- 
cured a staunch whaleboat, and the 
services of an experienced'waterman. 
It seems particularly sad that his gen- 
erosity and thought!uluess should re- 
sult in the loss ot his own lite and the 
lives ot thnteen ot his triends.

lail," .said an old man. "and while we're 
inakins; for it. I'll U-ll you it's story. 
I've hoard 'it many times, and 
I've 


soon the hardest and boldest how ill 
revcTi-me as tliey listened to the le.s- 
.--.in of tho wreck of the Confidence and 
of tiu- laith of Parson. A very. 
" In the childhood of our country, 
the Rev. John Avery came from Wilt- 
shire. Eng., to the settlement at New- 
buiy, upon his 
chosen raiission of 


prraching the gospel. His wife and. six 
children accompanied him, and they 
settled down in a home as comfortable 
as could be found in the .rude country 
of those days. 


"The minister labored hard, his good 


works became widely known, ami he 
was calk-d by the hardy fishermen of 
Mai blehtad. So in August, 1G35. he 
boarded rhe staunch pinnace 
Confi- 


dence, which plied among the coast 
settlements between Boston and Pis- 
cataqua. to sail to Marblehead. 
He 


waj accompanied 1-y his family, and 
his cousin. Anthony Thatcher, 
and 


wife aii'l four children. 


"It was one of those .ideal August 


days thai make a man rejoice to live 
when the Confidence sailed down Ips- 
wich bay. The rugged green coast and 
the sun sinking to a golden-red bed, 
seemed to bid an affectionate good-by 
to tho dopaitmg company. They were 
hour. I lor that poit which may we all 
reach, but they knew it not, and were 
merrj. 


"The wind blew fresh 
from 
the 


southward (luring the day, and it in- 
creased with the coming of night, and i 
the pinnace was unable to round Cape 
Ann. 
For two long days the boat made 


a gallant struggle aganst 
contrary 


winds and, night coming on. and the 
wind freshening to a gale, the captain 
hove over anchors to ride out 
the 


stoi.n. 


"It was a w i l d and black night for 


Ipswich bay. The 
little 
boat 
was 


tosssecl about on the great waves like 
a leaf in the wind. Not a 'sound was 
heard but the angry roar of the sea. 
Not a thing was seen but the yawn- 
ing waves. Thatcher's then bore no 
guiding beacons. The anchors dragged. 
The children gathered in. terror about 
their parents. 'Be not afraid, my little 


eb.' gently spoko the minister. 'He 


\\lio calmed the sea at Gililee \vatchc-o 
nvcr us.' 


"Oras'h' The pinnace struck upon a 


-ainkon lodge. Minister A\ery, his eld- 
est son. Mr. Thatcner and his daughter 
\\t~n: hurled into the sea. They were 
tossed about by the tempest, until they 
felt a wave-washed rock beneath their 
feet. They climbed upon this uncer- 
tain footing. They called to those in 
the pinnace to come and share their 
slender hope, but the voice of the sea 
was tho only answer. 


"The waves dashed upon the four, 


eager to drag them to the depths be- 
low. They wore weakened nigh unto 
exhaustion, and in nioital peril in the 
wide, black-bori/oned ocean. Minister 
i\v< ry raised his 
t ye,-; 
toward the 


heaven above the angry clouds, and 
like sweet notes above loud discord. 
rose his gentle voice in prayer: 'Lord, 
I cannot ch.illengf a preservation of 
my lite, hut accdidmg to The covenant 
1 challenge hoav< n ' Tho sea engulfed 
him even as he spoke. He passed in 
i-trengMi and p.-ace, and tho sailor man, 
when in his great perils, remembois 
the t'nith of Parson Avery and n-evii1 
falters. 


"Mr. Thatcher wah swept from the 


rock, too. He battled the surges, and 
at last Ml a Moping beach beneath 
him. 
He scrambled ashore, and knelt 


down and gave thanks to God for his 
cb Ihoranco. T h e n he looked about to 
s/'o what he might do. 


"Fragments of the pinnae^ were 


coming ashore. And in some timbers 
tossing up and down, 
he caught 
a 


glimpse ol a woman's dress. He waded 
out, 
ami found his wife clinging to a 


plank. She was alive, and lu' bore- her 
to land. In a sholtonil spot, he lighted 
a fire Irom the flint and gunpowder 
which his knapsack kept dry, and they 
crouched down in its warmth. 


"When the morn.ing 
sun 
hroku 


through the clouds, they found them- 
selves on a barren island. The shoio 
was near, but its people were the sav- 
agts of the foreM. Two long days of 
privation they spent on the island, and, 
a.-; it in answer to their prayers, a fish- 
ing vi sscl bound to Marhlohead saw 
their signal of distress toward night- 
tall, and took them aboard. 


"Before leaving Mr. Thatcher called 


tho Inland Thatcher'* Woe. and tho 
General Court afterwards granted It to 
him. 
In 1771, tho colonial government 


built two lighthouses upon it, Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Thatcher m-nlvd down in Yar- 


mouth, and time and again before their 
open hearth, they lold their story. • 


"Yes, lad, those lights guide many 


a good ship to a safe hnrlx>r and tho 
memory of Parson Avery Is a beacon 
for many a soul at Ron. If nny 
one 


should nsk you. lad. why the bravest 
sailors come from tho cape, toll them 
it's hoonuso they learned tho story of 
Pardon Avery iu their cblklbood days,"

Tho dynamite mo- 
nopoly was one that bore most hea% ily 
on the mining Industry, nnd. according 
to the reports of the state mining engi- 
neer, explosives, including fuse and 
detonators, amounted to nearly 10 per 
cent of tlie total working cost6! of tho 
mines. In addition to thin it was im- 
possible to obtain tho proper qualitj 
for the most economical working, and 
often 30 per cent or 50 per cent gelatin 
mid to be used In ninny Instances 
where GO per cent gelatin would havo 
been much cheaper. Those form no

The negro population of New Jersey 


goes back to the day of colonial slav- 
ery. An agreement was made for slaves 
ia "the concessions and agreement" of 
the lords proprietors Berkeley and 
Carteret as far back as 10W. Later 
legislation placed a duty on slaves 
brought into the state. The Quaker 
spirit which prevailed in New Jersey 
was against slavery, and in 173S the 
Friends in their various meetings de- 
nounced slavery and began to cultivate 
the abolition sentiment. In 1S04 the 
gradual abolition act was passed, 
which provided that e\ery child bora 
of a slave should be free. 


The proposed state industrial school 


starts out witli a generous appropria- 
tion of $3r>,000 voted by the legislature 
at its session last winter. This amount 
is placed at the disposal of the state 
board of education, being immediately 
available for the purchase of a site and 
the erection of buildings, and more is 
promised when required for the en- 
largement of the plant and the mainte- 
nance of the institution. 


The site has 'not yet been selected 


but the leaders of the colored people> 
are extremely anxious that the institu- 
tion shall be located on the famous 
"Old Ironsides" property, near this 
plate, where there is already an indus- 
trial school for Colored boys and girls 
maintained by the state. 


The "Ironsides" property overlooks 


the Delaware river and is a beautiful 
location. It is leased by the state for 
the present school, where about a hun- 
dred children are now cared for and 
sire given a geueral as well as a tech- 
nical education. The buildings, how- 
ever, are dilapidated and badly ar- 
ranged for either classroom or dormi- 
tory purposes. 


The colored people of the state have 


shown a unique bit of sentimentality 
for the Bordentown site because it 
was the home of Commodore Stewart

CONTRACT BREAKING. 


It vas good common SMIEC as well 


as a sense of honor that was mani- 
fested by John Mitclu-ll, jiresident of 
the united mine -winkers of America, 
when in addressing the convention 
called to consider the advisability of 
ordering a strike of the bituminous 
mine workers, iu aid of the striker* 
in the anthracite districts, he said: 


"I have, during all my life in 
the 


labor movement, declared that con- 
tracts mutually made should during 
their life be kept inviolate, because 
a disregard of contract strikes at the 
very vitals of organized labor. Tho 
effect of such action would be to array 
in open hostility to our cause all f c,i ces 
of society, and to crystallize public. 
sentiment in opposition to our move- 
iment. 


"As far as my knowledge goes, I 


do not know of one solitary sympa- 
thetic strike of any magnitude which 
has been successful. In my judgment, 
•the United mine -workers should not 
repeat the mistakes which mark the 
path trod by th*> toiling masses in 
their nfiver-ceasing struggle for better 
and higher civilization. 


"If this convention a^ts wisely, 
T 


feel confident that public sentiment 
will be so concent rated against the 
arrogant and 
unreasonable attitude 


of the anthracite coal operators that 
they will be forced to yield and make 
a settlement. 


"It has been the proud boast of the 


United mine workers that '.-jince our 
organization became a power in the 
Jabor world, contraci.s based solely 
upon the honor and good faith of our 
union have been kept inviolate, and 
in this supreme crisis a failure to live 
up to the high standard that has made 
our union preeminent among organi- 
zations of labor, would prove a sub- 
stantiation of all the charges and al- 
legations made against u.s by our en- 
emies." • 


The bituminous min^ workers havo 


an iron-clad contract with the mine 
operators, agreed upon by both sides as 
mutually satisfactory after mature de- 
liberation, and having s'-vt-ral jearn 
to continue.

There has probably never been an 


entc-rpri.se i:i which so much of the 
romantic and tragical has been in- 
volved as the Panama canal scheme. 
and it seems dillicult yet to realize that 
the possibility of the completion of the 
canal is at least imminent. But the

first steps have been taken, and with 
reawakened interest the officials and 
citizens of this republic will watch the 
maturing of their cherished dream. 


As far back as the end of the six- 


teenth century the idea o£ an isthmian 
canal was first conceived, though it 
was not until many years later that 
the Panama scheme proper came into 
being. Even then it was uot given n 
great deal of thought until the middle 
of the niuetecuth century, tut since 
then there l&is been no subject which 
has been more exploited by speakers 
and writers. 


In 1879 The first positive step was 


taken in Paris by M. Ferdinand do 
Lesseps, who convoked an internation- 
al congress to discuss the feasibility of 
cutting a caual through the isthmus of 
Panama. The congress adopted a plan 
which M. de Lesseps had already pre- 
pared, and at ouuv the Panama Caual 
company was formed, Lieutenant Bo- 
naparte Wyse ot" the 1'iench na\y 
transferring to the company a conces- 
sion he had obtained from the Colom- 
bian government, 


A commission was sent here from 


France to make survejs and prepare 
estimates of the cost. This commission 
reported that a canal could be built 
for about $170,000,000. These figures 
De Lesseps reduced to $ 120,000,000 and 
announced that a tidewater 
canal 


could be built for that sum. So confi- 
dent was be of the accuracy of his lig- 
ures that he invited many prominent 
men to be present at the opening of the 
canal, which he set for ISb-S. The work 
-of construction was at once begun, and 
iu 1881 the lirst detachment of canal 
employees arrived at Colon, 


Beyond the making of surveys, build- 


ing of camps, hospitals, etc., nothing 
much was accomplished, however, un- 
til the year set for the formal opening 
arrived. Interest charges on loans had 
In the meantime been accumulating, 
and in the autumn of 18SS further bor 
rowing became impossible. Then fol- 
lowed a crash which shook the world 
of finance, the company being forced 
into liquidation. All France was af- 
fected, for no less than 800,000 French- 
men had been Induced to invest money 
in the enterprise largely through ap- 
peals to their patriotism. 


A receiver with unlimited powers 


was' appointed to take chnrge of the 
company's affairs. This receiver sent a 
commission here in the following year 
to examine and report on the work 
done. Needless to say, the report was 
discouraging. Not more thnn 11 fifth of 
the proposed work had been accom- 
plished, and n plant wiluod at ,?:iO,000,- 
000 was rusting nwny in idleness. 
Moreover, the tide level lit Colon \vn« 
lllling In, and tho hnrbor was becoming 
•hallow owing to the cut 


llope, however, wns not flunlly nbnn- 


doncd. The United States of Colombia 
granted to the French company fin ox- 
tension of time, nllowniK ten yonra 
from 1803 In which to finish the con- 
tract, provided operations were re- 
«rumed beforfe February of thnt yenr.

So intense v>a~. the feeling tliat the 


ministry decided to submit the matter 
to a comtuittee. Ily a strange eoinci- 
dt-nce a banker, P>aron Keinadi, \\ho 
stood accused of being the ayent for 
the company in much of the alleged 
corruption, died suddenly. Some peo- 
ple- \\ere unkind enough to sujrircst 
that he had poisoned him^-elf in order 
to evade appearing before the commit- 
tee of inquiry. 


There were others to testify, how- 


ever, and the disclosures that were 
made were sufficient to uphold the ac- 
cusations. It was shown that bribery 
on a wholesale scale had been carried 
on in order to throw dust in the eyes 
of the public regarding the shortcom- 
ings of the company and leave oppor- 
tunity for further imposition 0:1 its 
shareholders and creditors. 
Amid n 


great scene of excitement M. de Lcs- 
sops, his son Charles and some ot" their 
colleagues were sentenced to terms of 
imprisonment for fraud and bribery. 
The blow {£11 heaviest on the elder De 
Lesseps, and despite the great losses 
occasioned 
the 
volatile Frenchmen 


were loud in their expressions of sym- 
pathy for him. Many wore loath to be- 
lieve that he was a knowing party to 
the swindle, pud so widespread was 
this view of the case that he escaped 
jail only to die in the following year, a 
broken man. unable to withstand the 
disgrace that had befallen him. 


The canal scheme wns not allowed 


to lie long in abeyance despite the blow 
it had received. As early ns the fol- 
lowing year a prominent French engi- 
neer advanced a scheme whereby he 
claimed that the work could be com- 
pleted in four years at an additional 
cost of $110,000,000. A new company 
wns at once termed, and 800,000 shares 
were issued, \\hicli were taken up by 
Frenchmen of means, and work was 
resumed under French auspices. It 
was not long., however, before another 
setback occurred, for in 1805 a strike 
of laborers on the canal delayed mat- 
ters greatly, and the methods of the 
new company came under lire. For a 
time it was feared that another canal 
S'-andal was imminent, but develop 
incuts showed that the alarm was un- 
warranted. 
Nevertheless 
confidence 


was so rudely shaken that it became 
evident the company would be unable 
to complete its labors under nation.il 
auspices, as the French could no longer 
be induced to mnko Investments. 


The eyes of the promoters of the 


scheme were then turned lo America, 
and the United States of America wan 
selected ns the country most likely to 
help the canal people out of their diffi- 
culties. The prospects were anything 
but bright, however, as for more than 
a decade the United States government 
nnd people had been concerning them- 
selves with the building of a canal 
over what is known us the Nicaragua 
route. After protracted negotiations on 
auxiliary American company was final- 
ly organized, and to this the affairs of 
the enterprise were intrusted,

company's affairs by the new concern 
it wns learned that of the $150,100,000 
expended by tho original company all 
but $88,000,000 had gone to a bribery

Agricultural Departmeiit Thinka It 


H;i» Sol^ ed n Problem. 


How to do away with the use of 


artificial fertilizers compounded from 
the nitrates of Peru and other drj 
countries and thus anticipate the ni- 
trate famine predicted by many sci- 
entists is a problem which the Unile.l 
States agricultural department thinks 
it has succeeded in sol\!ng. 


If its ideas and methods stand the 


test of use, as there is every reason to 
belie\e that thej Mill, the fanner of 
the future instead of spending time 
and money for expensive fertilizers 
brought from the ends of the earth 
will merely empty the contents of n 
test tube into a barrel of vtaler, let it 
stand overnight, soak his seeds in it 
and then plant them. The result w'H 
be even better, says Crittcnden Mar- 
riott in the National, than that ob- 
tained from the older and more costly 
methods now in vogue.
